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Mr Gladstone, therefore, has neither provided for what he 
has spent nor for what he said he would spend, and most men 
would have left that subject to itself. They would have felt 
that they could add very little to figures which explain 
themselves. But Mr Gladstone is never without an argu- 
mentative answer. He has invented a tertitm quid, a new 
form of account, which it is not very easy to deseribe,—at 
least to describe gravely. He says, no doubt unfavourable 
contingencies (of which the Trent difficulty is the largest, 
though not the only one) raised the expeaditure by a large 
amount, —not less, he says, than 1,499,000/ ; but, on the other 
hand, favourable contingencies lowered it by 536,000/, If, 
then, you omit the result of the Trent difficulty and the 
other unfavourable occurrences, and take credit for the 
favourable events that have happened, the acount will stand 
thus :—

And ‘this Mr Gladstone regards.as a cheerful result. But 
we will answer for it that every bankrupt who ever existed 
would havea capital surplus by the suggested form of ae- 
count.. Take credit for all which happened “tothe good ” 
that you did not expect, and leave out.all which happened that 
you did not expect *‘ to the bad,” and the outcasts of Basing- 
hall street will at once seem millionaires, There is a large 
deficit between the actual income and the actual expenditure, 
and a small deficit between the actual.income and the esti- 
mated expenditure; nor will ingenious eloquence or any out- 
of-the-way arithmetic mend these faets. 

But is Mr:Gladstone to blame for these deficits? For 
much of them he-certainly is not, but for some of them we 
most respectfully, but still without much doubt, venture to 
say heis. He is not to blame, of course, for the act of Captain 
Wilkes, he could not be asked to foresee the stupid act o! an un- 
authorised captain. But he is to blame for the general fineness 
of his caleulation. We ventured last year at most tedious 
length toexplain—not perhaps very well, but still to the 
best of our:ability—the reasons for which. we deemed his 
small surplus of ‘last year too imaginary and hypothetical We 
endeavoured 'to show that; though as a political expedient 
the repeal of the paper:daty was admissible and even desir- 
able, yet as:a measure of dry finance, as a matter of figures pure 
and simple, it was undesirable. There was not money enough 
to bearrit; Surely the result bears out our assertion. Liven 
if nothing had happened to raise the actual expenditure 
above the.estimated, there would still have been a deficit. 
Andiin a country whose affairs are somiseellaneous as ours, — 
‘whose interests reach so wide,—whose sympathies extend so 
far;——whose fears are roused so easily,—whose favourite 
policy is so generous and so vast,—who can be bold enough 
‘to. say that no unexpected source of expenditure will sud- 
denly supervene? A considerable excess.of computed income 
over computed expenditure—a o of a million at 
least, is the sole safeguard—the only method by whieh, in 
the long run and in the course of years, our actual expendi- 
ture can he adjusted to our actual means. 

This margin Mr Gladstone did not provide, and the 
income has failed just where it was-ex The deficiency 
of 609.000/ is almost wholly caused by a falling short in the 
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Excise and in the Chinese indemnity, and these are the very 
points upon which it was alleged that it would fail. But 
such criticisms are of very minor importance. They are 
capable of infinite discussion,—of arguments which will pass 
the patience of any hearer. Mr Gladstone's critics may say 
that they predicted that the Excise would fall short: on the 
other hand, he may say with equal truth that they did not 
allege quite precisely and accurately the true cause of its 
failure. The discussion would be endless and tedious, but 
the summary principle is short and clear. A disputable 
surplus of 408,000/ is not enough for such a country as 
England in such times as these. 

We are sorry to say these remarks apply even more 
strongly to the estimates for the coming year. We last 
week showed that with our present taxes it must be a ‘‘ near 
“thing,” and itisanear thing. The details are as fol-

This apparent total is larger than it would have been if the 
account had been made up in the manner which has hereto- 
fore been customary. 730,000/ is now included in the Army 
services, which will be repaid by India, and then form part of 
the Miscellaneous revenue on the other side of the account. 
This did not formerly appear either to the credit or the 
debit ; and the sum paid to the Bank of England for manag- 
ing the National Debt is now likewise included in the ex- 
penditure for the first time. Upon the other hand, the fol- 
lowing is the estimate of revenue :—

This also includes one or two unusual items. The payment 
from India, above reverred to, swells the Miscellaneous 
revenue. The same item is augmented by the share of 
profits which the State receives from the note circulation of 
the Bank of England, amounting to 130,000/, and the 
“ Stamps” include 60,000/ paid by the Bank as a composition 
for the issue of their notes, neither of which sums used to be 
inserted in the annual accuunts in any form.

and even this surplus, which Mr Gladstone admits to be

Is this a satisfactory balance sheet? Obviously it is not. 
In a country whose operations are as large as ours, the 
surplus here set down is manifestly insufficient. The only 
questions which can be asked about it are two. First, what 
is the cause of it? and next, ought we to be content with it ? 

Mr Gladstone justly observes that the primary and ulti- 
mate cause is the peculiarity of the present period. We are 
not at war, but yet we are hardly at peace,—at least, our 
peace is only an armed peace. The cost of our pacific 
armaments would have astonished most generations of 
Englishmen were it the cost of real war. Mr Gladstone justly 
says other nations have been borrowing largely to defray 
the cost of a policy closely analogous to ours. We have in 
the meantime rather reduced our national debt. We have 
paid off 2,000,000/ of Exchequer Bonds, and by a gradual 
and silent, and indeed almost unknown process, we have 
turned more than 2,000,000/ of stock into life annuities, and 
have thus, by an increase of annual charge, reduced the 
capital of the debt. We have, it is true, created some debt 

{ in other ways; but, after taking all countevailing considera-

THE IRON SHIP CONTROVERSY. 

| Wr cannot venture to pronounce authoritatively in these 
columns on questions which are not only questions of testi- 
mony, but questions of technical testimony,—in which it is 
essential to weigh evidence against evidence, and where the 

| evidence to be thus weighed is of itself of a nature which only 

| | SPerts can properly judge. Still it is essential for the 
people to understand, so far as the general public 
tan understand, what is to be said for, and what against, the 
ote changes which now once more impend over the Eng- 
System of naval defences. The great conflict between 
the Federal navy brings 
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the point of making are really desirable. On the other hand, 
in excess‘ of dismay at the great and sudden depre- 
ciation in the immediate fighting value of our navy whi 
the recent practical tests seem to have revealed to us, 
some of the- most ingenious naval authorities, like Captain 
Halsted, have rushed into the other extreme, and say not 
only that what the Americans have done is good, but that 
what we have done in the same way is positively worthless, 
It is worth our while to look at the evidence adduced on 
three distinct questions, (1) What is the fair inference from 
the recent conflict as to the value of iron ships? ?) How 
far do our own iron sbips fulfil these and other recently ascer- 
tained conditions of efficiency ? (3) What is the legitimate 
inference (if any) as to the utility of the harbour fortifications 
now in progress? 

As to the first question, no one has any doubt that the 
battle of the Merrimac with the Congress, Cumberland, and 
Minnesota, proves that the iron plating of a ship renders it 
nearly impervious to the worst broadsides of a man-of-war 
fired even from very close quarters; even the Doke of Somer- 
set admits this, though he hopes that he may find a gun to 
destroy this armour. Again, it is clear that her iron plough 
or beak is strong enough to rip up any wooden vessel into 
which she can manage to steam, and is nearly without effect 
on an iron-plated vessel like the Monitor, though much inferior 
to herself in size and force: once more, that such vessels as 
the Merrimac, heavily plated down to beneath the water's level 
with obliquely-inclined plates, are quite unfitted for open sea 
service,—and that even such vessels as the Monitor can 
scarcely be called fit for that purpose, certainly. not for 
an Atlantic voyage. All these points are, we take it, 
sufficiently established, though Sir F. Smith attempted to 
argue that the Monitor was seaworthy even in the 
Atlantic, on the strength of her having sailed round in “ half 
“a gale of wind” from New York to the mouth of the James 
River. That, we know, is a short voyage, and we know 
also that thongh it was only “ half a gale of wind,” the vessel’s 
difficulties were great. Everybody on board was drenched. 
She shipped heavy seas continually even down her funnel, 
and would certainly never have survived such a storm as the 
Warrior rode out easily the other day in the Bay of Biscay, 
We think, then, it must be admitted that for the Atlantic 
service neither the Merrimac nor the Monitor are even con- 
ceivable models. The latter is excellent for defence in our 
harbours,—the more excellent that she cost, it is said, but 
60,0002; and the former for either defence or aggression in 
inland waters; but neither of them for properly naval pur- 
poses, for general duty as ships of war. 


(2) It is clear that to maintain the relative naval power of 
England we must, as quickly as our means will permit, transform 
our wooden fleet into an iron fleet,—always conditioning, how- 
ever, that this fleet shall in the first place be in every 
respect seaworthy, and only in the second place as shot-proof 
as a seaworthy fleet can be. It seems clear that even a 
wooden fleet which can cross the sea is more effective than an 
iron one which could not do so. If we were to begin plating 
our ships without regard to any consideration but rendering 
them proof against imaginary Merrimacs, we might succeed 
just as Saul would have succeeded in extinguishing David with 
his heavy armour,—that is, in quite incapacitating them for 
free locomotion,—we should have reduced them into mere 
floating fortifications. ‘This is not our object. We want 
something with which we can threaten a distant coast. And 
even a destructible wooden fleet, unable to cope with iron 
antagonists, but fit for any other work, is clearly preferable 
to a stationary iron fleet that does not sail out of port except 
in fine weather. As far as the evidence at present goes, 
there is a great difficulty, if not impossibility, in uniting the 
fall qualification of such an ironside as the Monitor with 
such sailing qualities as our ships of the line. The Warrior 
probably does this in as high a degree as we can yet achieve, 
—but it is only to be achieved at great cost. The shape and 
lightness of a sea-going Vessel is inconsistent with the heaviest 
plating. Captain Halsted says the Warrior is good for 
nothing, because she is vulnerable fore and aft ;—and that 
the new shield or cupola ship of Captain Coles is vitally 
faulty, because the Admiralty will not adopt the sloping 
plate system instead of the vertical. The answer is, 
to our minds, complete. The Warrior is positively defective 
in being vulnerable fore and aft, but if she were not thus 
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vulnerable, she would come down like the Merrimac to the 
water’s level, and become a mere shore-defence instead of a 
ship of war fit for foreign service. Next, though vulnerable 
fore and aft, it has been shown that wousds fore and aft, 
however numerous, would not sink the ship. There is a 
water-tight deck 8 feet below the load water line ; and above 
this deck the vulnerable portions are divided into water-tight 
compartments (7 in front, 4 in the after part), so that water 
rushing into one or more of them would still be kept out of 
those which were uninjured. Moreover, if ail these compart- 
ments, both fore and aft, above the water-tight deck were riddied 
through and through, the only result would be to sink the 
Warrior two feet two inches lower in the water, which would 
still leave her a buoyant vessel. Finally, as to the question 
of straight or sloping armour, though there isno doubt that 
the oblique plates are less liable to be fractured,—yet, for the 
same weight of iron, you get only the same resisting strength. 
Mr Scott Russell stated this day week, in the Institution of 
Naval Architects, that he found iron platesinclined at 45 degs., 
in order to be equally strong for resistance, must bear to the 
vertical plates nearly the proportion of 7 to 10 in thickness ; 
but the oblique plates being necessarily longer than the 
vertical plates in just the inverse proportion (that of 10 to 
7), the advantage of the slope is completely lost. Whenonce 
you know the weight of iron which your ship can bear, it 
| matters nothing whether you put it on in the thinner sloping 
plates or in the thicker vertical plater,—the resisting power 
being the same in both cases. We hold, then, that as 
yet there is no sufficient reason to distrust the principle 
adopted by the Admiralty in the building of our iron ships. 
Lastly, as to the harbour fortifications. Here we think 
there is real and adequate reason for great deliberation 
before proceeding with the intended fortifications at Spithead 
andelsewhere. Itmay be true, as the Duke of Somerset and 
Sir G. Lewis hope, that the aggressive power of our stationary 
gunnery will keep pace with the resisting power of the new iron 
ships,—that we shall soon beable to discharge guns from the 
new fortifications which will riddle the new iron ships 
as easily as our present guns riddle the wooden 
ships. Doubtless this may be so. But why prr- 
ceed before we have good reason to believe it will 
be soP It is clear that the batteries of the land forts 
made no impression at all on the Merrimac. It is clear, we 
believe, that any iron ship entering between the forts at 
Spithead might keep a distance of 1,000 yards, 
at which distance our present guns would not harm 
her. It is also clear that, once in the port, she could destroy 
all our shipping therein without any material risk to herself, 
unless an iron ship of her own order were there to resist 
her ;-—and from all this it seems at least reasonable to infer 
that the 840,0007 which are intended for the forts at 
Spithead, would, wader present circumstances, be more 
effectively expended on a few iron cupola ships, or on 
plating some of our present ships. We argue, therefore, 
that there is every reason to deliberate carefully 
before we sink in fixed land fortifications what might be more 
efficiently invested in floating fortifications. It is true, as 
Lord Clarence Paget tells us, that we can make our land 
fortifications far more impregnable than any floating bat- 
teries; but this is little to the point. ‘To hold the land forts 
is of no use, unless they ward off the enemy's assaults. If 
the enemy can pass them unscathed, it is no comfort to tell 
us that the forts are impregnable. Doubtless, but do they 
protect what they are built to protect,—the shipping and the 
decks? If not, they are of no use; and floating iron ships, 
which could follow the enemy and place themselves between 
it aud its:prey, are of infinitely greater use. When we re- 
member, too, that fourteen such ships as the Monitor could 
be completed for the cost of the Spithead forts, it is at least 
@ question for anxious consideration whether we should spend 
the money devoted to them ia this way or in that. We do 
not say the point is clear,—no point of this nature is at all 
{| clear; but we do think it is a case for mature deliberation, 
not for hasty action.

COMPETITIVE TESTS FOR THE PUBLIC SERVICE, 
Sm Groncx Lewis never made a truer remark than when» 
in thedebate on Civil Service Examinations, he observed 
that it would be well if both friends and foes would allow the 
subject to rest for a few years. Whenever the public mind 
is divided on an important question, when the question is to 
}s great extent one that can only be experimentally deter- 
mined, and when the experiment which is to throw the neces- 
| sary light upon it is actually in process, it seems absurd and 
mischievous to be incessantly endeavouring to commit the 
country deeidedly to one view or the other. Some years 
since considerable indignation was excited by statements 
proceeding from an authority which, being high, was pre- 
sumed.to be good, to the effect that numbers of the employes 
} in the: various departments of the permanent Civil Service 
‘were utterly incompetent to discharge the duties of their 
posts,—that they were often grossly ignorant, sometimes ab- 
solutely. stupid, occasionally even thoroughly worthless. 
The assertion was exaggerated no doubt, but it had an ugly 
element of truth at bottom. The public insisted that 
this accusation should be no longer possible ; and 
that in order to preclude it, every young man should, 
on receiving a nomination to any Government ap- 
pointment, undergo an examination to test his fitness 
and capacity. No objection was made to this arrange- 
Ment;—no decent objection could have been made. 
Accordingly the decree was passed, and the Civil Service 
Ommissioners were appointed to carry it into effect. They 
did s0,—with skill, conscience, and zeal. Every nominee 
underwent their ordeal: many were approved ; many were 
Plueked, and had their nominations cancelled. The effect 
Was excellent. The stupid and disreputable,—those who 
not learn and those who would not work,—were 
effectually excluded. Dunces were kept out,—and every one 
wes glad of that. Men of creditable diligence, decorous 
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}} Si#ely the sort of men who are needed for nine out of every 
| €2 Goveroment clerkships, where the work is easy and 


: | habits, and fair abilities were secured,—and these are pre- 
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|] Simple, and where the pay offered as well as the capacity 
| @ is moderate, not high. Very clever and very 
i *"ergetic men,—who are not wanted, who cannot be remu- 
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nerated, and who are almost certain to be stupefied and: 
spoiled, and who could succeed much more surely and bril- 
liantly in open professions,—were not enticed into the serviee 
by the certainty of easy admission and the delusive hope 
of rapid promotion. So far, all worked well. 

But, unfortunately, the promoters of this valuable reform 
were doctrinaires, and did notstop here. They adopted the 
idea that the State wanted, in its junior and inferior civil 
servants, not only competent men butsuperior men ; that, as 
carrying on the highest and most important work of the: 
country, it was entitled to claim the chief talent of the 
country ; that, ina werd, it must have not only good men, 
but the best men. This notion is wholly and ludicrously 
false. They had adopted another idea also—not quite un- 
founded, but, in the conclusions they drew from it, practically 
wrong. They fancied thata mere test examination would often 
be altogether futile; that it would become easier and easier 
so as really to be no barrier against incapacity; that the good 
nature or the pliability of the examiners would generally 
withhold them from plucking any unfortunate youth whose 
prospects in life might be blighted by their rejection, 
Putting these two notions together, they insisted that 
compettéive examintaions offered the only sure means of 
attaining the end they aimed at and preventing the abuse 
they feared. They insisted that several candidates should 
be nominated for each vacancy, and that the one 
who passed the best examination should be appointed, as a 
claim of right. For the moment they had fairly gained the 
ear of the public ; the House of Commons recommended that 
the competitive system should be tried in the public offices; 
and the Government promised to follow the suggestion 
cautiously and gradually. Accordingly, it has been adopted 
in almost every departmeat, and indeed may be said to be 
general, if not universal. And here the mischief begins to 
creep in, and is twofold. The tendency of competitive exami- 
nations to become more and more severe is even more certain 
and more unavoidable than that of purely pass examinations 
to become more and more lax; since there will be many 
candidates who can answer all moderate requirements about 
equally well, and, in order to distinguish between these, more 
difficult tasks have to be set and more: recondite ques- 
tions to be asked. The result is that several of the 
successful competitors for clerkships and other appoint- 
ments are men of much higher acquirements than the post 
requires or can use. These unused acquirements become 
a source of discontent to the possessor; they are 
lost by disuse; and not only this, but in some cases they 
are almost, if not quite, disqualtfications rather than qualifi- 
cations for the work. If—as now often happens and must 
happen—a young man of scholarly attainments and real 
mental capacity is compelled to pass the first four or five 
years of his official career, .for six hours daily, in merely 
copying letiers, drawing out routine documents, entering 
Warrants, or doing long sums in compound addition or simple 
rule of three,—he will, in the first place, probably not dothis 
work so well, so rapidly, or so accurately asa youtk of more 
limited education and more torpid brain ; but, in the second 
place, he is almost sure to be miserable and dissatisfied, and 
will very likely gradually grow stupid and imbecile. 
Already we are beginning to experience this result in several 
administrative departments. The truth is, it is simply 
wasteful and cruel to turn a young man of cultivated and 
aroused intellect into an ordinary Customs, War, or Admi- 
ralty clerk. 

The second practical mischief of the competitive system is 
this. The pass examination system gave us some quick men, 
The competitive examination gives us none but quick men. 
The youths who are sure to distance their rivals in these 
examinations, and thus obtain all the appointments, are those 
whose memories are the readiest and most retentive, whose 
school knowledge is the freshest, whose faculty of acquisttion 
is the greatest. These are not the men whom, as a rule, we 
want either for clerks, landing-waiters, or excisemen. They 
are not at least the men we want chiefly. They are assuredly 
not the men we want exclusively. The sort of youths wanted, 
tn nine cases out of ten, are those in whom judgment predo- 
minates over mere cleverness—those of steady habits, of 
plodding diligence, of strict honesty, and proper feeling,— 
those, above all, of good sense, persevering accuraey, and a 
certain degree of mechanical facility ;—and these are precisely 
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the characters whom the competitive system, in mine cases 
out of ten, inevitably excludes. For one quick man, we 
want nine sold men;—and the competitive examinations 
give us nine quick men for one solid man ;—since the solid 
men are almost always by comparison of slow mind and of 
tardy development, and must be beaten by their smart and 
well “coached” rivals. The sharp and easy learners, who 
are too clever to begin with and too flighty or too shallow 
afierwards, the competitive system brings to the service and 
rewards with places. The comparatively unwieldy but 
really stronger minds, who would be as valuable as the 
others at twenty, and incaleulably more valuable at thirty, 
are defeated and relegated to obscurity. We get the sort of 
men we don’t want, can’t use, and won't pay; and we do 
not get the men who would be at once adequate, satisfied, 
and promising. 

Of course, we have stated the case broadly, in order that 
our meaning may be clearly grasped. Under the new 
system there can be no doubt that we get some very suitable 
men, some very clever men, some who are smart without 
being shallow or discontented,—and no dunces. As long as 
the competitive system is not pushed too far and made too 
imperative and universal, the harm done to the Service may 
not be very great nor very widely felt. But it is now pro- 
posed to abolish nomination altogether, to adopt “ open 
“ competition,” to throw open all vacancies in the public 
offices to all, of whatever rank or whatever antecedents 
(respectable character assumed), who can pass a better literary 
examination than their competitors ; in a word, to put up 
the junior appointments in all the administrative depart- 
ments of the Government to public auction—the biddings to 
be pronounced upon by the umpires who sit.at Deans’ yard, 
Westminster. Naturally, the Government see it necessary 
to make a stand here, though their ground is scarcely taken 
up with the tone and attitude cf men who are resolved to die 
in their entrenchments. The irst obvious objection to this 
proposal is that it would extend, aggravate, and universalise 
all the mischiefs we have already pointed out as incident to 
the existing system of competition. The second objection is 
that as all promotion is now given in the Service, and no 
“‘ uncovenanted” aid isever introduced from without (except 
in a few of the very highest posts), the youths who obtain 
the junicr appointments now are the men who will be 
called upon to fill the senior appointments some years hence. 
If the present system is continued and extended, in the course 
of less than a generation the heads of every branch in our 
several Government departments will be men who were 
received into the public service simply because, at eighteen 
or twenty years of age, when fresh from school and with the 
acquisitive memories and ready facility of youth, they passed 
with superior credit a pretty strict literary ordeal, and a 

conducted themselves well ever since. Now, who are the | 
most likely to carry off the greatest number of marks at 
such an ordeal? Nobody, we think, will contradict us when 
we answer : “ Pupil teachers, and that class of crack scholars, 
“ head boys, in National and Inspected schools, who now obtain 
‘the certificates of proficiency from the Inspectors of the 
“ Education Board.” Do we wish—are we prepared—to see 
all our publie offices fi//ed, managed, and ruled by this class ? 
If not, we should pause where we are. 


There are many other reasons why we should stop where 
we are, at all events, till time has been allowed to judge of 
the effects of the steps already taken. But to enumerate 
them would lead us into greater prolixity than we can now 
indulge in. The only practical measure (besides pausing) 
which we desire ut present to contend for is that urged by 
Sir John Pakington, and, as far as we can make out, fully 
endorsed by Sir G. C. Lewis—viz., that while no appoint- 
ments should be made without a distinct certificate of merit 
and competency from some responsible authority ; yet that a 
certificate of this sort furnished by the head of the depart- 
ment in which the candidate has had temporary employment, 
shall be accepted as readily and estimated as highly as one 
furnished by the Civil Service Commissioners. The 
plainest common sense as well as the most in- 
cisive logic points to this: since (as we must 
of course pat aside all suspicion of unconscientious or stupid 
proceedings in the case of either set of authorised certifiers) 
it is evident that the declaration that A. B. is likely to make

ROOT CULTURE, 
Ir is impossible that farmers can regard without anxiety, if not 
apprehension, the heavy and constantly recurring rains we have 
experienced since the second week in March, more especially 
when such rains occur at the period of the vernal equinox ; dry or 
Wet weather at that season being commonly believed to indicate a 
dry or wet summer. With the losses of 1860 yet unrecovered, 
renaturally feel nervous when rain so persistently falls day 
after day for full three weeks in succession. ‘The position of the 
as regards bis tillage is, however, far better than it was in 
the spring of 1860.

Ow, the success $f the root crops forms a measure and limit of 
success of much of the business of a farm for some time for- 
ward. On the quantity of roots grown depends, in a great 
, the number of live stock which can be maintained during 
current year and the ensuing winter, and the force of manure 
can next year be applied to cultivation. ‘his necessarily 
tenders the subject of root-growing one of paramount interest to 
and as the cost of preparing for roots is very heavy, 
‘n untoward season for root-planting becomes a very serious affair. 
in reference to root-growing was mentioned in the recently 
\? prize essay on ‘‘ Hampshire Farming,” which is of 
} "me importance. It was stated to be a modern and improved 








; practice in Wiltshire and in some parts of Hampshire to grow 
roots—turnips more particularly—mainly with artificial manures, 
and to apply the farm-yard manure to the wheat crop. The yard 
manure being applied to the wheat fresh, while rotten dung 
has been considered essential for the roots, a considerable 
saving is said to be effected. Mangold wurtzel, however, cannot 
be grown without a certuwin proportion of farm-yard manure, but 
if the principle announced as applicable to turnips is sound, it will 
apply also to mangold, reducing the quantity of farm-yard and in- 
creasing the proportion of artificial manure used in growi ng the 
latter crop. 


A very instructive paper on ‘The Extent to which Artificial 
Manures can be profitabiy Employed,” was read at the London 
Farmers’ Club not long since, which contained much information 
bearing on this subject. The lecturer, Mr Cuthbert Johnson, con- 
fined himself to ‘‘ one or two of those fertilisers which owe their 
value to the amount of nitrogen and phosphate of lime which they 
contain.” These are practically the manures most in use. 

Bones in Cheshire and Nottinghamshire, and sprats in the 
Eastern Counties of England have long been used ag manures in 
very abundant proportious. The cost of these applications were 
usually from 2/ to 5/ per acre. But the modern mode of applying 


Liebig first suggested in 1839 the use of superphosphate of lime 
from bones, aud Professor Henslow, in the following year, proposed 
the use of the mineral phosphates, such as the coprolites of Suffolk 
and Cambridgeshire, for the same purpose. In 1841, Peruvian 
guano first came to thiscountry in commercial quantuies.

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Mr Simpson, of Teawig, in an essay which obtained the gold 
medal of the fe Highland Society, gives as the result of his experience 
on a farm of 300 acres :—‘* Take the case of a farm of 300 acres on 
the four-shift system ; say 75 acres of grass cut for hay, 75 oate, 38 
potatoes, 37 turnips, mangolds, cabbage, and carrots, 75 wheat ; I 
would apply to the grassin March two cwts of Peruvian guano per 
acre, and in April, or early in May, when showers are falling, one 
ewt nitrate of soda ; an early and a heavy cut of grass for home 
consumption by horses and soiling cattle, and for making into hay, 
would thus be obtained.

1 believe that if a moderate 
portion of oilcake, or other feeding stuff, is used along with the 
turnip and mangold in feeding cattle, the oat straw may be con- 
sumed, and the wheat straw trodden into manure, that thus sufli- 
cient ‘ muck’ (the farmers’ surest friend after all) will have been 
Coe egg at home, to give 20 loads per acre to all the green crop 

reaks. I would give (adds Mr Simpson) the potatoes at planting 
2 ewts superphosphate and 1 cwt of Peruvian guano per acre, 
and top-dress them with 2 cwts of Peruvian guano at 
the first hoeing. This practice I have found to give the largest 
produce. To the turnips, &c., I'would give 2 cwts of superphos- 
phate and 3 ewts of Peruvian’ guano per acre at sowing, adding to 
the mangolds 5 cwts of commonsalt.” This is rather more than 
23s per acre on the whole farm annually for artificial manures.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The show of samples of English wheat at Mark lane, to-day, 
was very small ; nevertheless, ail qualities met a dull inquiry, yet 
prices were unaltered from Monday. There was a full ave 
supply of foreign wheat on the stands, and the demand for all 
descriptions ruled very inactive, on former cerms. Maiting 
barley sold steadily, at full currencies ; but grinding and distilling 
sorts were much neglected. Oats, beans, and peas moved off 
slowly, at about previous rates. ‘The flour trade was dull. In 
prices, however, no quotable change took place. The extreme 
value of American brands was 29s per barrel. This week’s im- 
ports amount to 17,010 quarters of wheat ; 12,950 barley ; 
11,290 oats ; 720 sacks and 37,491 barrels of flour. 

At Liverpool, this morning, owing to a large influx of produce 
from America, a further decline of 6d per barrel took place in 
flour. Wheat and maize, however, were in steady request, at full 


prices.

The state of the Liverpool wool trade, during the past month, 
is thus reported by Messrs Ronald and Son :—The same inactivity 
which we noticed in our! ast monthly report has more or less pre- 
vailed also during the past month. Very little has been done for 
export to the States, and that little probably only to complete 
former orders, whilst the home trade has continued to supply 
immediate requirements only. The amount of business done has 
consequently been of very limited extent, and prices have in several 
instances shown symptoms of weakness. This would no doubt 
have been more markedly the case if stocks generally did not 
continue in so small a compass. 

‘“‘A more active demand,” write Messrs Grant, Hodgson, and /, 
and Co., ‘“ has existed for most descriptions of tobacco during the 
present month, and during the latter transactions were en- 
tered into of some magnitude on speculative account, irrespective 
of considerable purchases by the trade, and for exportation—re- 
sulting in sales of 2,735 hhds, viz., 28. hhds Virginia leaf, 85 hhds 
and tierces of strips, 1,932 hhds Kentucky leaf, 418 hhds strips, 
and 272 hhds Maryland. The market oo presented increased 
firmness, and holders have declined progressing with sales for some 
descriptions, which are becoming comparatively scarce, unless at 
an advance on. previous prices; buyers have been compelled to 
subwit to a fractional advance for old imports of Western leaf and 
strips, and the two or three parcels of the latter have been with- 
drawn from sale. Imports, 170 hhds. Deliveries, 1,672 hhds, 
against 1,074 hhds in the corresponding month of last year. Stock, 
24,217 hhds, against 19,709 hhds in 1861, 17,538 hhds in 1860, 
12,655 hhds in 1859, 8,559 hhds in 1858, and 10,571 hhds in 1857.” 

With regard to the leather trade of the past month, Messrs 
Powell and Co. observe :—“ The period of a dull leather trade is 
still protracted, the market during the past month having shown 
scarcely any alteration. The amount of business done has pro- 
bably exceeded that of the previous month, but the character of 
the transactions still proves that purchases are generally restricted 
to the supply of immediate wants. We cannot, however, report 
any decided increase of stocks of any article, and prices are nearly 
unchanged, almost the only alteration being a decline of 3d per Ib 
on heavy foreign butts. In raw goods, also, there has been but 
little change. The imports, excepting of Australian hides, have 
been limited. The transactions in sole leather hides have been un- 
usually small, and prices have shown a declining tendency. East 
India kips, however, have met a full average demand both for the 
home trade and for exportation.” 

Saltpetre has ruled firm, and prices have been fully supported. 
Indigo, however, is dull, and can only be disposed of by submit- 
ting to a reduction in its value. i

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Messrs Moran and Co. write as follows, in reference to the 
indigo trade of Calcutta to Feb. 22:—The news of a revival of 
demand in the London market caused a better feeling here, and 
since our last report about 2,000 chests have been sold by auction 
at a slight improvement on the rates then-current. To date, 61,000 
to 62,000 maunds have been disposed of. The high prices which 
have ruled this season have brought to light several lots of low 
indigo of previous years’ native manufacture, of the existence of 
which in the North-West Provinces we were not aware, and 
although our estimate of the past crop given in our circular 
of the 22nd August last proves to be correct, there will probably 
be 66,000 to 68,000 maunds available for export this year, in- 
cluding 2,600 maunds which remained in stock in Calcutta from 
last season, and arrivals of other old up-country indigo during 
the past three months. The exports from the Ist November, 
1861, to the evening of the 2lst February, 1862, amounted to 
13,992 chests. 


The periodical public sales of cochineal were held on Wednes- 
day, and the demand for all descriptions ruled active, at an ad- 
vance, compared with last auction, of from 1d to 3d per lb. The 
quantity offered amounted to 1,075 bags, 700 bags of which were 
taken off at the above improvement. Black Honduras sold at 
from 2s 8d to 8s 7d; silver do., 1s 7d to 3s 6d ; black Teneriffe, 
2s 10d to 3s 2d; silver do., 2s 8d to 3s; and silver Mexican, 
2s 7d to 2s 8d per lb. 


Scotch pig iron has advanced to 51s 6d per ton, cash, mixed 
numbers.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 


TeaFrFic Recerprs.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted for the week ending the 220d of March, on 10,124 
miles, to 470,187], and for the, corresponding week of last year, on 
9,875 miles, to492,344/, showing an increase of 249 miles, and a decrease 
of 22,1571. The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways amounted 
in the aggregate, on 6,617 miles, to 356,711/; and for the corresponding 
week of 1861, on 6,458 miles, to 380,882/, showing an increase of 159 
miles and a decrease of 24,1711. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS. 
LONDON. 

Monpay, March 31.—But little general business was transacted in the 
share market to-day, and the dealers were occupied with the settlement. 
English railways generally tended lower than on Saturday. The only 
rise was in Eastern Counties, }; Great Westerv, Lancashire and York- 
shire, and Brighton, each receded 4; and Midland and South-Eastern 
each 4. In some othey descriptions the lower prices were partially 
accounted for by the quotations being ex div. In colonial descriptions 
there were but few changes. East Indian improved 4, Eastern Bengal }, 
Great Western of Canada shares and Punjab each }, and Grand Trunk of 
Canada fell}. Among the foreign descriptions, Lombardo-Venetian 
advanced §, and Antwerp and Sambre and Meuse each }, while in Great 
Luxembourg there wasa reaction of 3. In American the changes were 
unimportant, Erie shares improved $, with which exception the tendency 
was Seowsedt: New York Central shares receded 1, and Illinois Central 
sbares 4. 


TussDay, April 1.—In the railwey market to-day prices were again 
lower. South-Eastern declined I per cent., owing, in some degree, to the 
apparently diminished traffic returns, as compared with the corresponding 
week last year, although the difference may be partly attributed to the 
Easter holidays having occurred at this period of 1861. Eastern Counties, 
Great Northern, Great Western, Lancashire and Yorkshire, Brighton, 
South-Western, and Midland, sit receded }, and Caledonian and North- 
Weertern, each . Grand Trunk of Canada also experienced a decline of 
from 14 to % in its several deecriptions, owing to the statements from the 
province that the road is in bad order. In forvign railways, Ottoman 
improved } ; Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean, 3; and Lombardo-Venetian, 
4+. In American securities, Illinios Central were quoted ex coupons, and 
Virginia bonds fell }, with no change in the other descriptions. In British 
mines little was done, and prices generally were the same as yesterday. 
Among the joint stock banks, Ottoman experienced a renewed improve- 
ment of 1/, and Bank of Egypt a further advance of 10s, the other changes 
being unimportact. In the miscellaneous descriptions, Canada Land 
shares closed nominally at an advance of 1/, and Nerbudja Coal were } 
higher. 

Wepnespay, April 2.—The English railway market to-day again 
showed a general tendency to flatness. Caledonian recovered }, Leneca- 
shire and Yorkshire, Chatham, and South-Western respectively receded 
}, and Great Western, North-Western, and Midland }. The changes in 
the minor descriptions were generally in the same direction. In Grand 
Trunk of Canada there was a further decline of 3 ,in the stock, and of 1 
per cent. in the bonds. Great Western of Canada were steady, and a 
dividend at the rate of 3 per cent. per annum is to be declared for the 
half-year, leaving 21,507/ to be carried forward. Foreign railways were 
dall, and the only variations were in Pernambuco a fail of $, Sambre and 
Meuse 4, and Bahia $. In Americen there were but few transactions ;
